The  broadcast  said  three  wounded 
Jews,  who  arrived  at  the  hospital 
in  a taxi  containing  a Bren  gun  and 
bombs,  were  arrested  Immediately, 
The  outbreak  was  the  third  in  a 
month  In  Palestine  Terrorist* 
rioted  twice  in  late  December. 


At  the  same  time  there  was  to 
be  a blockade  on  Palestine  Jews  by 
neighboring  countries  who  would 
rrfuse  them  permission  to  travel 

This  boycott  declaration  affects 
Jewish  economy  in  two  ways:  in  its 
exports  to  Arab  League  countries, 
and  in  domestic  sale*  to  Arabs  in 
Paletlne  It  1*  not  Intended  to  af- 
fect Arab  .-ale*  to  ^ews—  unless  the 
Jew#  retaliate. 

The  chief  Jewish  industries  af- 
fected by  the  boycott  export  main- 
ly Arab  countries,  and  may  soon 
feel  the  Impact  of  the  boycott  un- 
less they  direct  their  exports  to 
Turkey.  Greece  and  Cyprus— as  they 
now  are  planning  to  do 

What  is  causing  concern  to  the 
authorities  is  the  political  corollary 
of  the  boycott.  It  seem#  inevitable 
that  be I or t long  picketing  of  shops

K:mmr  1 &ald  that  as 
he  recalled  Knox  arrived  on  Decem- 
ber 12.  "and  almost  the  first  thing 
lie  asked  me  was  If  »e  got  the  mes- 
Mige  Suturday  night.”  The  attack 
Wits  on  a Sunday  morning 

Kimmel.  fleet  commander  at  th^ 
time,  said  that  If  such  a'  dispatch 
was  prrpurcd  It  must  have  "hogged 
down  in  the  Navy  Department,"  for 
he  never  received  it 

He  told  the  committee  he  be- 
lieved Lt  -Gen  Walter  C .Short, 
army  commander  tn  Hawaii,  and 
Admirals  C.  C.  Bloch  and  W W 
Smith  were  present  when  Knox  re- 
ferred td  the  supposed-  mesage.

Kimmel  told  the  committee  he

Murphy  'Democrat.  Pennsylvania! 
suggested  at  the  8enate  House  Com- 
mittee's Investigation  of  Japan*  at- 
tack that  Kimmel  had  the  attitude 
In  1941  that  a*  fleet  commander  he 
should  not  have  to  concern  himself 
with  details  of  Hawaii's  defence 

' I felt,  and  I believe  that  all  ihe 
navy  felt,  that  tiw*  mission  of  the 
Pacific  Fleet  was  offensive,"  Kim- 
mel replied.

Honesty  carries  with  it  no  special  pleading, 
hut  its  own  dear  proof.  "Provide  things 
honest  in  the  sight  of  all  men  as  the  Apostle 
Pasd  enjoined,  anil  this  world  would  sure  a-  i 
sell  of  a great  many  ol  its  human  blemishes 
- the  f Allure  of  man  to  advance  the  lack  of 
humanity  in  civilization  itself  Honesty  be- 
gins in  Hie  home  with  the  child,  aping  its 
parents.  II  they  arc  honest,  the  child  has  a 
chance  upon  which  school  will  improve.

Neither  the  Dominion  nor  many  ol  the 
Provinces  throughout  Canada  have  as  yet 
mapped  out  any  comprehensive  plan  to  foster 
and  encourage  the  public  libraries,  filling  such 
a useful  service  in  their  respective  areas.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  has,  it  is  true,  gone  some  dis-_ 
ranee  with  helping  in  the  creation  of  library 
district*.  but  these  arc  mpported  in  the  main 
by  levies  in  th$  area  concerned.  The  library 
user  is  left  to  curry  the  td  - the  service, 
which  leaves  a great  deal  to  be  desired.  We 
are  in  sympathy,  therefore,  with  thc.sugges- 
tion  that  the  Provincial  Government  be  asked 
to  found  a system  of  grants-m  aid  ol  effective 
library  service. 

Canada,  still  struggling  with  scant  popu- 
lation, may  not  be  able  to  devote  the  sums  to

quite  far  afield,  but  it  is  being  starved  of  ade- 
quate luniK 

If  a reasonable  basis  can  be  found  upon 
which  to  set  up  a system  of  grants  tn-aid.  the 
Province  could  make  no  wiser  move  than  to 
encourage  by  stub  means  thr  much  that  has 
bren  done,  and  to  render  possible  the  more 
that  could  and  should  be  done  to  bring  Brit- 
ish Columbia  public  library  facilities  up  to 
date*  A public  library  is  first  an  extension 
school  for  everyone  It  is  next  a centre  of 
culture,  where  the  lore  of  all  ages  is  preserved. 

It  is  besides  a recreational  necessity,  and  an 
index  to  the  community  which  supports  if 
The  rub  comrs  there,  and  with  such  support 
the  Dominion  and  the  Provinces  should  beat 
a readier  hand

It  will  he  a disappointment  it  at  this  date 
» hitch  develops  in  tlte  inter  municipal  nego- 
tiations for  a unified  and  modern  transporta- 
tion system  for  Greater  Victoria.

I.ONDON.  Jan.  19.  -By  Cablei.- 
Britain  U building  a new  fleet  of  air- 
craft carriers.  The  policy  in  this 
may  have  been  Influenced  by  the 
knowledge  lhat  the  many  innftller 
aircraft  carriers  provided  by  the 
United  Slates  must  be  returned  now 
that  lend-lcastf  ha.-,  ended.  But  new 
aircraft  carriers  would  liave  become 
necessary  because  of  the  advances 
in  naval  aircraft  and  in  the  require- 
ments of  naval  air  anna. 

The  difficulty  In  naval  air  anna  is 
that  an  aircraft  can  be  developed, 
modified  and  produced  In  half  the 
time  needed  lo  design  and  build  a 
new  naval  vessel.  Moreover,  the 
aircraft  begins  to  become  obsolete 
immediately  it  is  put  Into  produc- 
tion. Aircraft  carrier*  have,  there- 
fore. to  be  designed  with  a foresight 
which  can  only  come  of  a sound  ap- 
preciation of  the  direction  likely  to 
be  taken  In  the  development  of  naval 
aircraft. 

Details  of  the  new  British  carriers 
are  not  yet  revealed,  but  certain 
types  of  naval  aircraft  already  exist 
which  could  not  be  satisfactorily 
handled  by  carriers  of  the  kind  used
